Of  the  1,719  maternity  patients  admitted,  106  paid  all,  and  1480 
(being  contributors  to  the  “  Id.  in  the  £”  Scheme)  paid  a  propor¬ 
tion  of  the  National  Health  Insurance  Maternity  Benefit. 

INCOME  AND  EXPENDITURE. 

Ordinary  income  was  £58,224  compared  with  £50,422  in 
1946.  The  substantial  increase  of  £7,802  included  £3,491 
•  additional  income  from  the  “  Id.  in  the  £  ”  Fund,  £1,682  more 
from  patients  and  public  authorities  towards  maintenance  and 
an  increase  of  £2,291  in  grants  by  the  Government  towards 
cost  of  nurses’  salaries  and  of  medical  teaching. 

Total  expenditure  amounted  to  £117,048  against  £90,541 
the  previous  year — an  increase  of  £26,507.  Approximately 
half  of  that  amount  was  due  to  increased  salaries  and  wages  on 
awards  of  a  national  character,  applicable  to  all  voluntary 
hospitals.  The  remainder  is  accounted  for  by  increased  cost 
of  commodities,  equipment  and  appliances. 

Income  fell  short  of  expenditure  by  £58,824 — practically 
50%. 

LEGACIES,  ETC. 

A  sum  of  £3,809  was  received  in  legacies  for  which  the 
Board  record  grateful  thanks,  and  £40,1 19  (the  amount  of  the 
deficit  on  the  1946  accounts)  was  received  from  the  “  Id.  in 
the  £  ”  Fund  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  contributions  men¬ 
tioned  above — a  total  of  £43,928.  The  whole  of  this  revenue, 
plus  £14,896  from  Reserve  was  required  to  meet  the.  deficiency 
in  ordinary  income  for  the  12  months  under  review. 
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“  Id.  IN  THE  £  ”  FUND. 

The  contributors  to  the  “  Id.  in  the  £  ”  Fund,  and  theii 
employers,  maintained  their  long  record  of  generous  support 
to  the  voluntary  hospitals,  and  it  is  greatly  to  their  credit  that 
no  slackening  of  their  efforts- — nor  of  their  personal  services  in 
management— has  been  apparent  since  the  forthcoming  transfer 
of  voluntary  and  other  hospitals  to  the  State  was  made  certain 
by  the  passing  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act.  During 
1947  a  sum  of  £27,107  8s.  Od.  was  received  by  this  hospital  as 
ordinary  income  compared  with  £23,615  13s.  lid.  in  1946. 
The  Board  place  on  record  in  this  final  Report  their  deep 
sense  of  gratitude  for  all  that  the  help  of  the  great  body  of 
contributors  has  meant  to  them  in  carrying  on  the  management 
of  the  hospital  especially  during  recent  years  when  expenditure 
has  been  relentlessly  increasing. 

The  Sheffield  “  Id.  in  the  £  ”  Scheme  will  long  be  remem¬ 
bered  as  one  of  the  magnificent  achievements  of  the  voluntary 
system. 

THE  LATE  Mr.  0.  B.  STEWARD. 

The  “  Id.  in  the  £  ”  Scheme  would  not  have  been  the  bene¬ 
ficent  force  it  is  but  for  the  inspiring  leadership  and  wise 
guidance  of  Mr.  O.  B.  Steward,  Vice-President  and  later 
President  of  the  Contributors’  Association,  whose  lamented 
death  took  place  in  March,  1947.  The  Board,  in  grateful 
appreciation  of  Mr.  Steward’s  yeoman  service  to  the  Scheme 
and  the  Sheffield  Voluntary  Hospitals,  have  named  a  Ward 
in  his  memory. 

LINEN  LEAGUE. 

The  Jessop  Plospital  Linen  League  is  another  fine  example 
of  voluntary  service.  For  28  years  this  extremely  practical 
and  industrious  band  of  ladies  has  been  quietly  and  efficiently 
keeping  the  linen  stocks  of  the  hospital  at  a  high  level  both  in 
quantity  and  quality.  Their  efforts  have  kept  pace — no  easy 
task — with  increased  demands  and  rising  prices,  undaunted  by 
the  difficulties  of  rationing  and  scarcity  in  supplies. 

To  those  ladies,  their  able  Chairman,  Frances  Lady 
Stephenson,  and  Mrs.  Meggitt,  recently  assisted  by  Mrs.  Marten, 
the  Board  most  gratefully  accord  thanks  and  congratulations 
on  a  self-imposed  task  nobly  accomplished. 

During  1 947  the  value  of  linen  and  garments  provided  was 
£812.  15s.  Id. 

TRAINING  SCHOOLS. 

Thirty  Medical  Students  completed  a  course  in  obstetrics 
and  gynaecology.  Students  from  other  Universities  have 
also  been  granted  the  training  facilities  of  the  hospital. 
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Post  Graduates. 

Four  ex-Service  Medical  Officers  entered  upon  Post 
Graduate  Courses  at  the  hospital. 

Pupil  Midwives. 

Sixty  pupil  midwives  completed  Part  I  of  their  training 
and  entered  the  examination  ;  47  passed  and  proceeded  to 
complete  their  training  in  Part  II  Schools. 

Student  Nurses. 

Ninety  student  nurses  receiving  their  general  training 
under  the  aegis  of  the  Sheffield  School  of  Nursing  entered  the 
Jessop  Hospital  for  their  gynaecological  course. 

Gas  and  Air  Analgesia  Training. 

Twenty-six  practising  midwives  employed  by  this  hospital 
and  by  Local  Authorities,  and  54  pupil  midwives  in  course  of 
training,  received  instruction  in  gas  and  air  analgesia  and 
gained  certificates  of  proficiency. 

BOARD  OF  MANAGEMENT. 

It  is  with  the  utmost  regret  that  the  Board  have  to  record 
in  this  Report  the  death  in  September,  1947,  of  Lt.-Col.  Sir 
Henry  K.  Stephenson,  Bt.,  D.S.O.,  LL-D.  Sir  Henry  had 
long  been  identified  with  the  Jessop  Hospital  and  was  at  all 
times  keenly  interested  in  its  progress.  The  following  tribute 
was  placed  on  record  : — 

“  That  there  be  placed  on  record  the  profound  regret  of  the 
Board  at  the  death  on  20th  September,  1947,  of  Sir  Henry 
K.  Stephenson,  Bt.,  D.S.O.,  LL-H. 

Appointed  a  Trustee  of  the  Jessop  Hospital  in  1905,  Sir 
Henry  maintained  throughout  his  42  years’  association 
with  the  hospital  a  keen  and  constructive  interest  in  all 
its  affairs.  Actively  engaged  in  many  spheres  in  the  civic, 
educational  and  business  life  of  the  community,  he  was 
nevertheless  at  all  times  ready  to  give  of  his  wisdom  and 
experience  to  hospital  matters.  In  consequence,  the 
hospital  has  been  enriched  by  his  counsel  and  guidance, 
and  has  suffered  a  major  loss  by  his  death. 

The  deepest  sympathy  of  all  Members  of  the  Board  is 
expressed  to  Lady  Stephenson  and  her  family  in  their 
bereavement.” 

Mr.  L.  Midgley,  M.B.E.,  resigned  to  undertake  an  appoint¬ 
ment  with  the  British  Civil  Police  Unit  in  Germany,  and  was 
succeeded  by  Mr.  Eric  Carnell.  Thanks,  and  good  wishes  in 
his  new  sphere  of  usefulness,  are  extended  to  Mr.  Midgley. 

MEDICAL  STAFF. 

The  Board  record  their  grateful  appreciation  of  another 
year’s  devoted  service  by  the  Honorary  Surgeons,  Mr.  John 
Chisholm,  Mr.  J.  Eric  Stacey,  Mr.  Glyn  Davies  and  Mr.  Leslie 
B.  Patrick,  to  whose  skill  the  patients  owe  so  much  and  pay 
frequent  tributes, 
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To  the  Honorary  Paediatricians  and  other  Consultants  the 
Board  also  tender  grateful  thanks. 

Changes  in  the  composition  of  the  Staff  were  as  follows  : — 

Mr.  Glyn  Davies  and  Mr.  Eeslie  B.  Patrick  were  elected 
full  Honorary  Surgeons. 

Professor  R.  S.  Illingworth,  M.D.,  F.R.C.P.,  D.P.H., 
D.C.H.,  who  was  appointed  by  the  University  to  the  new  Chair 
in  Child  Health,  was  elected  Honorary  Paediatrician. 

Dr.  T.  B.  Gumpert,  succeeded  Dr.  C.  Gray  Imrie  as  Hon¬ 
orary  General  Physician.  The  services  of  Dr.  Imrie  in  that 
capacity  are  gratefully  acknowledged. 

Mr.  Tom  Smith,  P.R.F.P.S.,  F.R.C.S.  (Ed.)  was  appointed 
Registrar  on  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Newbold  to  take  up  an 
Honorary  appointment  in  Wolverhampton. 

Mr.  Duncan  MacAulay,  B.Sc.,  M.B.,  Ch.B.,  M.R.C.P.  was 
appointed  Paediatric  Registrar. 

OTHER  STAFF  CHANGES. 

Mrs.  Joan  Kelleher,  M.C.S.P.  was  appointed  part-time 
Physiotherapist. 

Miss  M.  F.  Stevenson,  B.Sc.,  was  appointed  Biological 
Research  Assistant. 

The  new  post  of  Medical  Records  Officer  was  created  and 
Miss  N.  Wriglev  was  appointed  to  it. 

Miss  Winifred  Davies,  B.Sc.,  A.M.I.A.  was  appointed 
Almoner. 

NURSING  STAFF. 

Many  expressions  of  appreciation  of  the  skill  and  kind¬ 
liness  of  the  Sisters  and  Nurses  came  from  patients  and  their 
friends.  The  Board  fully  endorse  those  tributes  and  now  add 
their  own  warm  thanks  to  all  members  of  the  nursing  staff. 

DOMESTIC  MANAGEMENT. 

To  Miss  Kiddy  and  her  staff  the  Board  express  their  thanks 
and  congratulations  on  their  successful  catering  arrangements 
for  patients  and  staff  in  spite  of  rationing  and  shortages. 

ACCOMMODATION. 

As  mentioned  in  last  year’s  Report,  plans  for  out-patient, 
teaching  and  laboratory  accommodation  had  to  be  re-cast  in 
view  of  the  impossibility  of  creating  a  complete  new  Teaching 
Block.  After  consultation  with  Officers  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  the  Board  and  Medical  vStaff  revised  and  modified  the 
plans  to  provide  for  those  urgently  needed  facilities  on  a  more 
moderate  and  semi-permanent  basis,  partially  to  meet  require¬ 
ments  for  the  next  few  years.  The  plans  have  been  informally 
approved  by  the  Ministry  Officers  but  formal  sanction  and 
licence  to  build  are  still  awaited, 
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The  Original  Sheffield  Hospital  for  Women  in  Figtree  Lane 
showing  (inset)  Commemoration  Plate  erected  1946. 
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After  protracted  delay  a  licence  was  given  early  in  the 
current  year  to  proceed  with  the  adaptation  and  repair  of  the 
old  buildings  so  that  accommodation  there  could  be  utilised 
for  staff  quarters  and  services  and  so  release  accommodation 
for  patients’  beds  in  the  new  building.  Work  is  proceeding 
satisfactorily.  When  completed,  the  adaptation  will  allow  of 
eighteen  additional  beds  and  medical  administrative  rooms 
being  provided  in  the  new  block. 


THE  NEW  REGIME. 

Shortly  after  this  Report  has  been  presented  to  the  Gover¬ 
nors,  the  present  Board  will  hand  the  reins  of  office  to  their 
successors — the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  United  Sheffield 
Hospitals,  the  newly  designated  teaching  hospital  associated 
with  the  University  of  Sheffield.  The  Jessop  Hospital  and  the 
Firth  Auxiliary  Hospital  will  be  units  of  that  group. 

At  the  time  of  writing,  the  relationship  of  the  new  Board 
to  the  individual  unit  hospitals  in  day-to-day  management  has 
not  been  defined.  The  present  Board  hope  that  the  internal 
management  and  domestic  control  of  each  Unit  Hospital  will 
be  in  the  hands  of  a  committee  ;  they  think  this  is  essential  to 
the  well-being  of  patients  and  staff  and  the  maintenance  of 
personal  interest  in  the  affairs  of  the  hospital. 

The  new  Health  Service  has  great  possibilities  when  fully 
developed  and  when  all  the  necessary  beds,  personnel  and 
facilities  become  available.  Much  has  to  be  done  in  that 
respect,  and  there  will  still  be  great  opportunities  for  personal 
service  and  for  financial  support  to  maintain  the  human  touch 
that  has  always  characterized  the  Voluntary  Hospitals. 

The  Government  have  wisely  provided  that  hospitals, 
although  merged  in  groups  for  convenient  management,  may 
retain  their  distinctive  and  honoured  names.  The  Jessop 
Hospital  for  Women  will  not  only  continue  under  that  name  ; 
it  will,  the  Board  are  quite  confident,  continue  and  constantly 
improve  the  services  it  has  given  to  the  women  of  Sheffield  and 
District  over  a  period  of  eighty-four  years.  The  hospital  takes 
its  place  in  the  fore-front  of  the  National  Health  Service  and 
enters  upon  a  new  era  of  usefulness. 


THANKS. 

To  all  who  during  the  past  year  and  over  many  previous 
years  have  given  their  personal  services,  their  financial  support, 
and  their  gifts  of  books,  flowers  and  other  amenities,  the  Board 
express  their  thanks  and  the  sincere  hope  that  all  those  good 
friends  of  the  hospital  will  maintain  their  interest  and  support 
in  the  many  new  ways  that  will  present  themselves. 
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ADDENDUM  (1948). 

As  the  present  Board  will  not  have  another  opportunity 
of  reporting  to  the  Governors,  they  feel  it  desirable  to  include 
in  this  Report  a  record  of  certain  important  events  and  changes 
in  staff  personnel  which  would  normally  come  within  the 
purview  of  next  year’s  Report. 

Board  of  Management. 

The  Board  have  unanimously  resolved  to  name  a  Ward  in 
commemoration  of  the  long  and  much  valued  association  with 
the  Hospital  of  Frances  Rady  Stephenson,  who  for  30  years 
has  been  a  Member  of  the  Board  ;  was  one  of  the  founders  of 
the  Rinen  Reague  of  which  for  many  years  she  has  been  Chair¬ 
man  ;  and  who,  as  a  descendant  of  Mr.  Thomas  Jessop,  Founder 
of  the  Hospital,  has  most  acceptably  maintained  the  family 
tradition  by  participation  in  the  management  of  the  Hospital. 
The  Stephenson  Ward  will  be  dedicated  on  the  day  this  Report 
is  presented  to  the  Governors. 

Medic ae  Staff. 

The  Board  have  learned  with  keen  regret  that  in  September 
of  the  current  year  the  hospital  will  lose  the  services,  and  the 
Board  a  wise  counsellor,  when  Mr.  John  Chisholm  relinquishes 
the  Chair  of  Obstetrics  and  Gynaecology  in  the  University  and 
the  office  of  Honorary  Surgeon  to  the  Jessop  Hospital.  Elected 
to  the  Honorary  Staff  in  1920  and.  as  Senior  Surgeon  and 
Professor  of  Obstetrics  and  Gynaecology  since  1935,  Mr. 
Chisholm  has  rendered  outstanding  service  to  the  Jessop 
Hospital  as  a  clinician  and  teacher,  and  to  an  equal  degree  as 
a  Member  of  the  Board.  It  is  of  his  services  in  the  latter 
sphere  that  the  Board  can  with  most  authority  testify  and 
they  are  glad  this  opportunity  presents  itself  of  placing  on 
record  their  deep  sense  of  gratitude  for  the  valuable  counsel  he 
has  always  given  to  them,  and  the  generous  measure  of  time 
and  thought  he  has  always  been  ready  to  devote  to  the  many 
complex  problems  of  management  and  administration  when¬ 
ever  his  aid  has  been  sought.  In  particular,  this  assistance 
and  guidance  were  of  great  value  during  the  planning  and 
building  of  the  new  Maternity  Block  for  the  inception  and 
detailed  planning  of  which  Mr.  Chisholm  had  a  large  measure 
of  responsibility.  The  medical  administration  owes  much  of 
its  present  efficiency  to  the  foundation  laid  by  him  in  his  earlier 
association  with  the  hospital  as  Registrar.  The  Board  extend 
their  cordial  good  wishes  to  Mr.  Chisholm  when  his  well-earned 
retirement  falls  due,  together  with  their  sincere  thanks  for  his 
long  and  valuable  service. 

The  hospital  suffers  another  loss  in  medical  personnel  when 
Mr.  Glyn  Davies  leaves  this  Country  shortly  to  practice  in  the 
United  States  of  America.  Mr.  Davies  came  to  the  Jessop 
Hospital  in  1930  and  after  4  years  tenure  of  office  as  Registrar 
he  was  a  unanimous  choice  for  appointment  to  a  vacancy  on  the 
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Honorary  vStaff.  His  services  as  Honorary  vSurgeon  have 
contributed  to  the  reputation  of  the  hospital  and  the  Board, 
whilst  offering  him  their  good  wishes  for  the  success  he  will 
undoubtedly  achieve  in  the  United  States,  greatly  regret  his 
departure  and  feel  that  the  hospital  is  losing  a  valuable  member 
of  Staff. 

Nursing  Staff. 

Miss  N.  W.  Horton,  Matron  since  1943,  and  with  29  years 
service  on  the  nursing  staff  of  the  hospital,  intimated  her  desire 
to  relinquish  office  and  she  retired  on  31st  March,  1948,  when 
cordial  good  wishes  were  expressed  to  her  at  a  farewell  gathering 
of  the  Board  and  all  sections  of  the  staff  of  the  hospital.  The 
Board  acknowledge  with  gratitude  the  long  and  faithful 
service  Miss  Horton  gave  to  the  Jessop  Hospital,  embracing 
the  major  portion  of  her  nursing  career. 

Miss  M.  J.  W.  Taylor,  S.R.N.,  S.C.M.,  M.T.D.  Assistant 
Matron  of  the  Simpson  Memorial  Maternity  Pavilion,  Edinburgh 
Royal  Infirmary,  was  appointed  Matron  and  commenced  duty 
on  1st  April,  1948. 

Other  Staff  Changes. 

Miss  E.  V.  M.  Codner,  M.P.S.,  Pharmacist  since  1928,  due 
to  retire  during  the  current  year,  has  agreed  to  continue  as 
part  time  Pharmacist  at  the  Firth  Auxiliary  Hospital  and  the 
Board  are  glad  the  hospital  will  have  the  benefit  for  some 
time  longer  of  Miss  Codner ’s  experience  which  has  been  of 
great  value. 

Miss  C.  Wood,  M.P.S.  succeeds  Miss  Codner  as  Chief 
Pharmacist. 

Mr.  Harry  Eyre,  Head  Porter,  completed  28  years  loyal 
and  faithful  service  on  reaching  retiring  age  on  1st  April,  1948, 
and  he  takes  with  him  in  his  retirement  the  appreciation  of  all 
connected  with  the  hospital  for  duty  well  done  and  many  acts 
of  kindness  beyond  the  sphere  of  duty. 


To  all  members  of  the  hospital  staff — medical,  nursing, 
domestic  and  administrative — and  to  those  who  continue  in 
voluntary  service,  the  Board  express  sincere  thanks  for  service 
cheerfully  given,  sometimes  under  stress,  and  good  wishes  for 
their  continued  service  under  the  new  regime.

School  for  intending  Midwives  and  Health  Visitors

The  Hospital  is  approved  by  the  Central  Midwives’  Board  and 
recognised  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  as  a  Training  Institution 
under  New  Section  B  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board  Rules. 

The  new  Rules  divide  training  into  two  parts  of  six  months 
each  for  intending  midwives  who  are  already  Trained  Nurses. 
An  examination  will  be  held  after  each  period  of  six  months  and 
only  students  who  pass  the  second  examination  will  be  admitted 
to  the  Roll  of  Mid  wives. 

For  intending  Health  Visitors  training  consists  of  one  period 
of  six  months. 

The  Jessop  Hospital  provides  midwifery  courses  for  Health 
Visitors  and  intending  midwives  for  Part  1  of  their  training. 

Pupils  must  make  their  own  arrangements  for  Part  2  of  the 
training  but  a  list  of  approved  schools  is  provided. 

Pupils  are  received  mainly  from  General  Training  Hospitals 
in  Sheffield  and  District,  but  there  are  a  limited  number  of 
vacancies  for  other  pupils.  Grants  are  payable  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health  under  certain  conditions  and  pupils  who  fulfil  these  con  - 
ditions  and  therefore  become  eligible  for  grants  will  receive  salary 
at  the  rate  of  £85  per  annum  (which  includes  the  grant)  during 
both  periods  of  training.

Extracts  from  Regulations  and  Charges. 

Patients  are  admitted  only  upon  the  recommendation 
of  Members  of  the  Honorary  Surgical  Staff  of  the  Hospital. 
Consultation  fees  are  a  matter  for  arrangement  between  the 
Surgeon  and  the  patient. 

The  hospital  charge  is  at  the  rate  of  Nine  Guineas  per 
week  (day  of  admission  and  day  of  discharge  counting  as  one). 
This  includes  full  maintenance,  all  necessary  nursing,  and 
other  normal  services  but  not  professional  fees.  (The  hospital 
does  not  undertake  the  laundering  of  patients’  personal  clothing. 
Baby  clothing  will  be  provided  by  the  Hospital  for  use  during 
the  patients’  stay). 

The  Surgeon’s  fee  which  is  a  matter  for  arrangement 
between  the  Surgeon  and  the  patient,  will  not  exceed  Twenty 
Guineas.  The  fee  will  cover  all  necessary  professional  charges, 
except  the  fees  of  other  Consultants  which  will  be  payable  by 
the  patient  in  addition  should  the  services  of  other  Consultants 
be  required. 

During  the  first  week  after  confinement  a  patient  may  be 
visited  only  by  her  husband  (or,  in  his  absence,  by  a  near 
relative  nominated  by  the  patient  and  approved  by  the  Sister- 
in-Charge)  ONCB  DAILY  between  3  and  4  p.m.,  OR  between 

7.30  and  8.30  p.m. 

Afterwards  visitors  may  see  patients  (unless  visiting  is 
prohibited  in  any  particular  case  by  the  Surgeon  concerned) 
daily  from  3  to  4  p.m.  A  patient  may  also  be  visited  by  her 
husband  or,  in  his  absence,  by  a  near  relative  from  7.30  to 

8.30  p.m. 

Only  one  visitor  at  a  time  will  be  permitted.  Children 
under  twelve  years  of  age  are  not  allowed  to  visit  patients. 
The  Board  reserves  the  right  to  close  the  Wards  to  visitors 
at  any  time. 

A  patient’s  own  doctor  may  visit  her  at  any  time,  pro¬ 
vided  such  visit  does  not  interfere  with  the  work  of  the  hospital. 

Patients  may  be  visited  by  any  Clergyman  or  Minister 
of  Religion  they  desire  at  any  time,  provided  such  visit  does 
not  interfere  with  the  work  of  the  hospital. 

Patients  and  their  visitors  must  conform  to  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  hospital. 

The  Board  reserves  the  right,  which  they  may  exercise  at 
any  time  without  assigning  any  reason,  to  terminate  the  stay 
in  hospital  of  any  patient ;  in  the  event  of  a  patient  being 
required  to  leave,  the  maintenance  charge  for  any  unexpired 
period  of  payment  will  be  refunded  to  her.
